Moved, mourning, outraged, we meet today in this historic square to bid farewell” 7 - if only symbolically - to 
ic remains of our assassinated brothers and sisters in the brutal act of terrorism carried out against a civil plane 
» flight with 73 people on board, among whom 57 were Cubans. Most of the remains already lie in the abysmal 
tplhs of the ocean, with the tragedv denying to their next-of-kin even the consolation of their bodies. It has 
nly been possible to recover the remains of eight Cubans. Thus they become the symbol of all those who fell, 
te only remains we will bury in our soil of those who were 57 healthy, vigorous, enthusiastic, devoted and 
oung fellowmen of ours. Their average age was scarcely over 30 years although their lives were nevertheless, 
ves fully rich in their contribution to work, study, sports and the affection of their closest relatives and to the 
evolution. When we read the biographies of each one of them, we see th*c splendid record of services to th air 
auntry. The captain of the ship had been elected on this very same year as a National Work Hero. Many had 
rceivcd the 20th Anniversary Medal. Among the crew members, many-had rendered various international 
irvices, and the athletes had just written a brilliant, unsurmountable, victorious page, winning all the Gold 
ledals in the competitions that had just taken place in Caracas. Many were members of the Young Communist 
.eagtic and of the Party. All of them were outstanding in their respective activities. Each one of them was a clear 
xample of how dedication to study, upgrading work and the fulfillment of duty constitute at present, the main 
haractcristics of all of our citizens. -

They were not millionaires on a pleasure trip. They were not tourists who had time and resources available to 
isit other countries.

But the ship burning and almost totally destroyed was only able to remain in the air for a 
ew minutes. They nevertheless had time enough "and enough integrity to be able to explain that an c\plosic~. 
tad occurred aboard the plane, that the ship was burning, and that they were attempting to land back. Tl.e 
frama that this must have meant for the passengers and crew members is unimagincablc, in that the explosion,

Although since the very first information received, the government of Cuba had fro doubt whatsoever in 
relation to the cause of this tragedy, il abstained from malting any type of declaration - waiting to be able to 
make a deep analysis of the news that was being received, as v. e ll as of the background and repeals - some public 
and other confidential - which were in its hands. At the beginning, there was no exact knowledge about the true 
identity of those under arrest. The possibility of false documents was mentioned. The names of Freddie Lugo 
and Jose Velazquez. betaine public and il was said that the latter was also called Jose 3arcia. Mention was also 
made about the (act that he had more than one passport. 

There was also a further publication around the fact that the Consul of Venezuela had spoken with the ones 
arrested for five hours and that the U.S. Ambassador in Barbados had hurriedly left for Washington. Nonetheless, 
the news around those- ai rested, as well as other details and interesting circumstances were kept hermetically. 

On October 9th, the government of Venezuela declared that Freddie Lugo was a Venezuelan citizen and that 
investigations were continuing for the identification of Jose Velazquez or Jose Garcia. On October 10th, a few 
totally trustworthy sources from the journalists circles in Venezuela, feeling indignity because of the terrible 
.crime-, sent reports to Cuba which were of extreme importance. These reports revealed: 

— that a photographer of El Mursclo newspaper, called Hernan Ricardo, had been seen two weeks before in the * 
company of Felix Martinez Suarez, a known enemy of the Cuban Revolution, and two other persons. 

— that this Hernan Ricardo was inseparable from Freddie Lugo. 

— that two days after the explosion of a bomb in the offices of Cubana dc Aviacion in Panama, Hernan 
Ricardo reached the Maiquetia Airport coming from Panama. 

— that they had clear indications that this person had three passports, one of which was under the name of 
Jose Velasquez. The reports also added that in the offices of F.I Mundo Newspaper, he had boasted of having kno- 
Jedge relating to a Cuban plane that would blow up in Barbados. 

But the most essential and important thing these sources informed us about, - these are sources that arc well 
informed in Venezuela, - is that in broad circles there was knowledge that Hernan Ricardo was a CIA agent; that 
on many occasions he had reports from the CIA; and that with a relatively modest salary of 1,600 bolivarcs he 
had an automobile of 40,000 and an apartment of 100,000. Some people had also heard him talk with Freddie 
Lugo about courses on explosives that they were receiving, and because of all this background they suspected 
that the other one arrested, who called himself Jose Velazquez, was Hernan Ricardo. 

Tv8o days later, on October 12th, the government of Venezuela officially announced that the second one 
arrestedj Jose Velazquez was actually Hernan Ricardo. This explains everything.

To the reports from Venezuela we should add that according to the information we have in our hands, Felix 
Martinez Suarez is a well-known CIA agent. There are public accounts coming from Venezuela that speak about 
fabulous amounts of money given to the perpetrators of the event. The Venezuelan territory was unquestionably 
used for the materialization of the sabotage in its final stage, and citizens from that country were undoubtedly 
the perpetrators of the horrible crime. 

♦ 

But this does not lead us to any sort of confusion. It is true that there is a group of well-known Cuban 
counterrevolutionary elements in Venezuela who have some access to certain political circles, and who arc 
implicated in the imperialist terrorist plans against our Homeland. It is very unlikely that some of them had 
nothing to do with the events. But we had no- doubt whatsoever that the Venezuelan government had nothing to 
do with aggressive plans. of the U.S. against Cuba; that its attitude towards our country has been an honest one 
and that, President Carlos Andres Perez himself promised a detailed investigation of the possibility that Vene- 
zuelan residents or people who live in that country were implicated in such revolting events; and further that it 
will hold responsible those that used the Venezuelan territory as a base of aggression for terrorist acts. 

The recruitment of citizens and the utilization of territories of other countries for activities of this nature are 
typical CIA methods. A* the beginning, we had certain doubts as to whether the CIA h ‘ directly organized the 
sabotage or whether it had prepared it carefully through its cover organizations, made up of Cuban counter- 
revolutionaries. Now - we fully support the initial thesis that the CIA did participate directly in the destruction 
of the Cubana plane in Barbados. The most repulsive tiling about this is theltse of mercenaries who, for money, 
are capable of destroying 73 valuable lives of defenseless people in a few seconds, people with whom they even 
traveled a few nioments be fore.

In the acts of terrorism perpetrated against Cuba in all of the state? of the Caribbean and Central America who 
maintain relations with ourHomeland , they have used not.only the territories of countries like Mexico, Panama, 
Colombia, Jamaica, Barbados, Trinidad-Tobago and Venezuela, but also those of other neighboring nations such . ' 
is the Dominican Republic and Costa Rica where there arc also terrorists living and maneuvering. This does not 
exclude, of course, the U.S., Puerto Rico, Nicaragua and Chile where they have their bases and act openly with 
official support. In the development ot these activities, imperialism has shamelessly violated the sovereignty and * 
laws of numerous countries of the area. The authors of these crimes move around in a vile manner everywhere. 
They have huge financial resources, use cither U.S. passports as naturalized citizens of that country, or real or 
false documents of many other countries, and use the most sophisticated means of terror and crime. Who but the 
CIA under the conditions of domination and imperialist impunity established in this hemisphere, can carry out 
these actions? 

An important element is the very close association of the Central Intelligence Agency with the tyrannies of 
Nicaragua and Chile in order to implement these plans. During the days of the mercenary attaek against Giron, 
the territories of Nicaragua and Guatemala served as bases for armed aggressions against Cuba and later for the 
pirate attacks which look place from bases in Miami, Puerto Rico, Dominican Republic and Costa Rica. At 
present, the very same groups of counterrevolutionary elements are also .being used by Somoza and Pinochet 
according to their specific aims, not only against Cuba but also against Panama, Jamaica, Guyana, the Chilean 
people’s movement and other Latin American progressive movements. 

It is well known that whenever the CIA prepared a plan of action against Cuba during the lime of Giron or 
afterwards.it always masked its activities within the framework of various counterrevolutionary organizations in 
perpetrating the endless chain of pirate attacks, subversive acts, and landing of weapons organized and directed 
by it. It is impossible to remember the quantities of names and figures that have been created by this sinister 
Yankee organization. Last June, a group of counterrevolutionary terrorist organizations, all of which have their 
headquarters in the U.S., such as the so-called Frentc dc Liberacion Nacional de Cuba, Accion Cubana, Movi- 
miento N'acionalista Cubano, Brigada 2506 and F 14, made up mainly of elements who have worked for the CIA 
for many years and which received all their training from the CIA, met in Costa Rica to create a so-called 
Commando of United Revolutionary Organizations (CORU). These groups not only act freely and with impunin 
within the U.S., but their top chiefs through the CORU organization arc also closely linked to the CIA’s 
activities against Cuba. The actions are not always carried out by elements of these cover groups. On many 
occasions the CIA carries out its dirty work through other means, and the organizations created serve to claim 
the responsibility for the actions. s \ 

In the U.S., these groups publicly proclaim their crimes and announce new criminal acts. In Utiwbef 1976, in a 
counterrevolutionary newspaper published in Miami, a so-called war report was published explaining how they 
blew up an automobile in front of the Cuban embassy in Colombia, and how they destroyed the offices of Air 
Panama. At the end of the report they declare, and I quote, "very soon we will attack planes while in flight." It 
is signed by the five terrorist organizations with headquarters in Miami that we mentioned before. In another 
Miami newspaper, on September 19th of this year, we see a detailed description made by CORU on how they 
attempted to kidnap the Cuban consul in Merida (Mexico), of the murder of a fishing technician , Dartanan Diaz 
Diaz, and of the attempt to place a bomb in the Cuban embassy in Mexico. Two of the murderers had flown 
from Miami to Mexico with U.S. passports in order to carty out this activity. They were arrested there after the 
crime. A third person returned to the U.S. to escape from the actions of Mexican justice.

April 22:A bomb is placed in the Cuban (Embassy in Portugal, causing the death of Ivi'o comrades 

and seriously wounding others, and destroying the offices totally. j 

ju*£5: The Cuban M ission to the UN' is attacked with explosives, causing heavy material losses. 

Ju/nC9: A bomb explodes in the wagon carrying luggage destined for a Cubana dc Avincion flight 
at tlie Jamaican airport a lew minutes before its take off. 

july 10: A bomb explodes in the offices of the British West Indies Company in Barbados, which 
represents the interests of the Cubana dc Aviacion in that country. 

July 23: A technician of the National Fishing Institute, Dartanan Diaz Diaz, is murdered in an 
attempt to kidnap the Cuban Consul in Merida (Mexico). 

August 9: Two officials of the Cuban Embassy in Argentina arc kidnapped. Since then, no news 
has been received about their fate. 

August IS: A bomb explodes in the offices of Cubana dc Aviacion in Panama, causing considerable 
damage. 

October 6: While in flight, a Cubana dc Aviacion plane is destroyed with 73 passengers. 

As one can notice, in only two months two sabotages of extraordinary seriousness were organized against 
uban planes in international flights full of passengers, one of which was fatal. Behind these actions is the CIA. 
Jmost without exception, on every occasion, the terrorist organizations with headquarters in the U.S. that exist 
npunished in the territory of that country, essentially the five of them which make up the so-called CORL', 
(aimed responsibility for these events. 

I wish to remind all of you that the Cl A has been the author of criminal actions’which have increasingly been 
ffecting the international community in the last few years. The CIA invented and encouraged the hijacking of 
lanes against Cuba during the first years of the Revolution. The ClA'inventcd pirate attacks from foreign bases 
s part of their policies of aggression against Cuba. The CIA was the one that invented the destabilization c: 
jreign governments. The CIA rc-introduccd in the contemporary world the terrible policy of planning and 
(tempting the murder of State leaders. The CIA now has invented the terrible resource of exploding civilian 
lanes "while in flight. It is necessary for the world community to become aware of the seriousness of the 
triplications, of these events. Even when the U.S. Senate investigated and publicly recognized the endless CIA 
Jans to murder the leaders of the Cuban Revolution, and its dedication to this task for many years, the U.S. 
overnmenl has given no explanation to the government of Cuba of these actions, nor has it made any type of 
pdogy. We suspect that the UJS. government has not given up these practices. 

On October 9th, only three days after the criminal sabotage in Barbados, a message which had been sent b'. 
tc CIA to one of their agents in Havana was intercepted. This message, which was transmitted from the CIA’s 
eadquarters in Langley, Virginia, says among other things, the following: "Please report as soon as possible any 
^formation in relation to Fidel’s attendance at the First Anniversary Independence ceremony in Angola, 
lovember II. If affirmative, try to find out complete itinerary and Fidel’s visits to other countries on that sarr? 
•ip.” Instructions of another day before this reads as follows: "What is the official reaction and what is the 
articular reaction on bomb attacks against Cuban offices abroad? What will they do to avoid them and prevent 
Item? Who do they suspect arc responsible? Will there be reprisals?"

Three years ago the government of Cuba signed an agreement on air and maritime piracy and other crimes, 
with the United States government. This was, on the part of our country, an important contribution to the 
solution, of the very serious wot Id problem of airplane hijackings. The government of Cuba did not demand any 
type of conditions, not even the ceasing ol the oiniinal economic blockade ’maintained! by the U.S. governmetj 
against our country in order to sign this agreement. Cuba, without having any type tjf legal obligations asidr 
from that, returned to a U.S. enterprise two million dollars that some hijackers had] hi ought with their, and 
which was confiscated by our authorities. On a certain occasion, the Cuban authorities at Rancho Boycrns 
Airport saved the lives of numerous U.S. cjii/ens who, coming fiom Florida, had to majee an emergency landin'; 
after the U.S. police had attempted to stop the plane’s take-off by shooting its. tires. VVc would do exactly the 
same thing in a similar situation strictly for humanitarian reasons. 

What a difference from the brutal behavior of those who armed these murderous hands and encouraged the. 
destruction of our plane in Barbados. Cuba lias never made and will never make propaganda use of airplane 
hijackers and is willing to truly cooperate with any responsible government in the struggle against piracy and air 
terrorism, hut the U.S. government has been incapable of fulfilling the terms of the agreement signed with Cuba.' 
In Fwft &fy, 1976, after the unpunished murder of a Cuban fisherman and the destruction of two boats in a 
pirate attack near Florida, we warned the U.S. government that if these actions were repeated and if their 
authors were left unpunished, the agreement would cease to be in force. There was no answer. There was no 
Investigation or punishment of the crime. . " 

The events that occurred afterwards are even more serious, because the terrorist action unleashed by the 
hostility and policy of the United States towards Cuba has culminated in the incredible brutality of destroying 
Cuban civilian planes while in the air. The agreement signed between the governments of the United States and 
Cuba on February 15, 1973, cannot continue in force after this brutal crime. 

The government of Cuba sees itself forced to necessarily cancel it and will communicate this this very 
afternoon to the government of the United States. According to the terms of the agreement, it states that at an\ 
moment during its period in force and through a written denunciation presented six months in advance, one of 
the parties can inform the other of its decision to cancel the agreement. Following what was strictly convened 
and’procccding to communicate this denunciation today, October 15, 1976, the agreement will be in force only 
up to April 15, 1977. We will not sign with the United States, any agreement of this nature again, until there is a 
total ceasing of the terrorist campaign unleashed against Cuba, until effective guarantees against these actions 
are given to our people and until, all hostile activities and aggressions by the U.S. against Cuba arc finally put to 

an end. 

. * 

There cannot be any type of cooperation between an aggressor country and a country attacked. If after April, 
1977,- when the agreement will stop being in effect, any U.S. commercial plane is hijacked to Cuba, both the 
plane, the crew members and the passengers Will receive all facilities to immediately return to their country. 
Cuba will never encourage the hijacking of planes nor will it be tolerant with hijackers, but it cannot maintain 
any unilateral commitments to return them and punish them, in the case of a government which is funda- 
mentally responsible for this brutal terrorist offensive against our country. 

The agreements signed with Canada, Mexico, Colombia and Venezuela in this regard will continue to be fully 
in effect. Cuba is also willing to cooperate with Mexico, Panama, Venezuela, Colombia, Jamaica, Trinidad ar.j 
Tobago, Guyana, Barbados and all other countries of the Caribbean area and of Central America who act cn 
good will around any set of measures that are considered appropriate to fight these crimes. Cuba is even wil!;-g 
to have discussions with the U.S. , whatever government is elected next November, about a solution to these 
problems. But, I repeat, this must be on the basis of the final ceasing of all acts of hostility and aggression against 
our homeland.

We could ask ourselves: what is the intention behind these crimes? To destroy the Revolution? It is impos- 
sible. The Revolution becomes even stronger in the face of every blow, in the face of every aggression. It 
becomes deeper, it becomes more conscious, it becomes stronger. To intimidate the people? Impossible. In the 
face of the cowardice and monstrosity of such crimes, our people become stronger and every man and woman 
becomes a fervent and heroic soldier who is willing to die. t \

Cuban agriculture has changed im- 
mensely since 1959 when it was domi- 
nated by large private estates with peas- 
ant labor, single crop fanning, under- 
* utilization of the soil, and the most rudi- 
mentary techniques of cultivation. 

Since then increased resources have 
been allocated to the agricultural sector 
to satisfy growing consumption demands 
of the Cuban population, to provide raw 
materials to industry, to reduce food im- 
ports and to generate larger exportable 
surpluses. 

Specifically, the goals have included 
increased production of rice and milk for 
internal consumption, of tobacco, citrus 
fruits and sugar cane for export, of tu- 
bers, vegetables, meat, eggs and other 
products to improve the supply of food- 
stuffs to the population. 

From 1970- 1974, the investment in 
the agricultural sector reached almost a 
billion and a quarter dollars, or 20% of 
the total gross national investment. At 
present, 60% of the agricultural area is 
being cultivated and uncultivated pas- 
tures represent another 28%, with the 
rest lying fallow. 

Not all the land is state-owned. It 
f should be noted that the land belonging 
to private producers — whether or not 
linked to state production plans — yields 
over 80% of total coffee and tobacco as 
well as 50% of the fruits and tubers and 
60% of vegetables. About one-third of

In late July, the House Subcommittee 
on International Trade and Commerce 
held hearings on U.S.-Cuba Trade and 
Trade Promotion. Congressman Jonathan 
Bingham described the purpose of the 
hearings as “to update the Subcommit- 
tee’s earlier hearings on U S. foreign eco- 
nomic relations with Cuba, and to try to 
resolve some of the following questions. 
What is the extent and significance of 
United States trade with and business 
travel to Cuba in the period of Cuban 
involvement in Angola? Is there any evi- 
dence of violations of U.S. law in such 
trade and travel? Does such activity sig- 
nificantly inhibit achievement of U.S. 
foreign policy goals with respect to 
Cuba?” 

Testimony was heard from Orville L. 
Freeman, president of Business Interna- 
tional, former governor of Minnesota and 
U.S. Secretary of Agriculture, speaking 
as an individual; Kirby Jones, president 
of Alamar Associates, Inc.; Vic Walters, 
a Miami television reporter; Harry W. 
Shlaudeman, Assistant Secretary of State 
for Inter-American Affairs, Department 
of State; Arthur T. Downey, Deputy As- 
sistant Secretary for East-West Trade, 
Department of Commerce; Stanley L. 
Sommerfield, Acting Director, Office of 
Foreign Assets Control, Department of 
the Treasury.

Arthur Downey 

“Cuban trade last year increased sharpr 
ly as it has been in recent years. Their 
exports in 1975 reached nearly $3.5 bil- 
lion, an increase of 130 per cent over 
their 1973 figure. Their imports have 
gone up 1 14 per cent in that same period 
to a total of $3.8 billion which left Cuba 
last year with a deficit of $400 million. 

“Their non-communist country trade 
amounted to about 37 per cent of Cuba’s 
trade turnover last year. To put that in 
context, you might want to compare non- 
communist country trade with other so- 
cialist countries and it is roughly in the 
middle. 1 mean by that, that the Bul- 
garians, for example, have about a 24 
per cent non-communist trade factor and 
the Soviets have 44 per cent. . . . The 
Cuban non-communist country trade was 
broken down into exports from Cuba to 
the non-communist countries of about $1 
billion last year and imports of about 
$1.7 billion. This import figure is up over 
200 per cent over 1973. This resulted last 
year in a deficit in Cuban trade with non- 
communist countries of $700 million.”

Cuban Life: Ra Dning, Wages and ^onsumer Goods 


The potential for American sales v 
Cuba in consumer goods and foodstuffs 
is difficult to define with any precision. 
Business International predicts annual 
sales will be about $f$0 million, but how 
much and how fast will involve both 
political and economic decisions made at 
the highest levels within the Cuban gov- 
ernment. 

A recent series of articles by Michael 
Parks, foreign correspondent for the Bal- 
timore Sun, does tell in precise detail 
what life in Cuba is like today. His dis- 
cussion of rationing, wages and purchase 
of consumer goods suggests certain possi- 
bilities for American business and some 
limitations. Excerpts from his articles 
follow, but for those subscribers of CBR 
who are interested, we will gladly send 
a complete copy of his articles. 


“If you were a member of the bour- 
geoisie here before the revolution, and 
have stayed, then life is pretty grim,** a 
Catholic priest commented. “But for 90 
per cent of the people, it is better and 
steadily improving now — and, I should 
add, at last.” 

Parks notes that rationing is still neces- 
sary for most food, clothing, cigarettes 
and household goods, but that “butter, 
eggs, canned beans, fish and condensed 
milk are now all readily obtainable with- 
out ration coupons.” 

(Meat is rationed at Va of a pound a 
week per person and rice rations were 
cut recently to five pounds a month per 
person, substantially down from normal 
consumption. Though vegetable and fruit 
production increases annually they are 
still in short supply.) 

. . Two years ago, Cuban officials 
decided to remove most of the restriction 
on the sale of refrigerators, televisions, 
stoves and other appliances, but put very 
/high price tags on them to encourage 
Cubans to spend the $3 billion they had 
accumulated in savings when such goods 
were tightly rationed.” 

. . The high prices put on many 
consumer goods do little to discourage 
Cubans who find their personal income 
on the rise. Average salaries have risen 
25 per cent in ttye past five years while 
most prices remained stable; the average 
Cuban now earns between $135 and $240 
a month with college graduates starting 
at $250, doctors earning about $550 and 
government ministers about $850 a 
month. 

“Our problem, frankly, is trying to 
spend the money, as funny as that may 
sound,” the wife of a highly paid medical 
professor said. “There simply is less to 
buy than we have money for since food 
costs are kept low, our rent is only 6 
>per cent of our salary and we don’t have 


to pay for our children’s education, 
cal care or save for retirement.£^L^g 

Economic Growth * 

Parks quotes Castro as saying “. . . rev- 
olutionaries must be realistic,” and de- 
scribes some of those “realistic” activities 
of the new five year economic plan. 

‘The five year economic development 
program, which will be approved when 
the new National Assembly meets in six 
months, calls for investment of $18 bil- 
lion, or about a fourth of the country’s 
total production between now and 1980. 

“To ensure that the money, much of 
which will be borrowed, is well spent, 
Cuba has already undertaken economic 
reforms it would have rejected as dis- 
guised capitalism only a few years ago. 

‘V. . Foreign economists, both Com- 
munist and Western, who have studied 
the new Cuban plan share much of the 
officials’ optimism here. 

‘They note that planners no longer 
are relying on huge sugarcane harvests 
or soaring prices for it to finance the 
development program, but instead on 
long-term sales arrangements for the 
sugar crop and extensive credits from the 
Soviet Union, other socialist countries 
and some Western nations; non-Commu- 
nist countries alone have provided $4 
billion in credits in the last two years 
and have promised more to finance de : 
velopment imports.” 

(By 1980 Cuba expects that half of 
its trade will be with non-Communist 
countries as compared to 40 per cent 
today and 30 per cent five years ago.) 

.. Economists see the restructuring 
of the Cuban economy, a two-year effort 
just begun, as putting a premium on pro- 
ductivity and efficiency again. 

“Cuban industrial enterprises will have 
to show a profit, paying realistic prices 
for raw materials and charging realistic 
prices for their products; workers will be 
paid more for producing more, and the 
government once again will have a fi- 
nance ministry, collect taxes and follow 
a budget.” 

The Soviets 

The Soviet Union has encouraged Ha- 
vana’s economic reforms, which go fur- 
ther than similar Soviet measures, hoping 
they will spur development and strength- 
en the Cuban economy. 

“Soviet economic assistance continues 
to run at a reported $1.5 million a day, 
and Havana owes an estimated $6 billion, 
a debt it will not have to begin repaying 
for another 10 years and then at negli- 
gible interest. 

“Moscow wants to reduce Havana’s 
dependence on Soviet aid,” East Euro- 
pean sources in Havana said. “The drain 
is tremendous, and Mos ^^ h^ its own 


t 

problems right now,” an East European 
economist said. 

Agriculture 

“Although industry will get the most 
attention in the development effort, major 
changes are under way in Cuban agri- 
culture with its increasing mechanization. 

“Fewer than half the number of people 
needed in the sugar cane harvest five 
years ago are necessary now, freeing 
them for factory and construction work. 

“The Cubans, in fact, are set for a 
major increase in the sugar harvest after 
extensive investments over the last few 
years in irrigation and other improve- 
ments in their 4.3 million acres of cane 
fields. 

“The next change coming in Cuban 
agriculture will be a government effort 
to persuade the country’s 180,000 small 
farmers, who with only 30 per cent of 
the crop area raise 82 per cent of the 
tobacco, 74 per cent of the coffee and 
43 per cent of the beef cattle, to sell their 
land to big state farms on which they 
would work. 

“Cuban officials stressed that this is a 
sensitive political question— “You must 
remember the revolution was launched 
for these people,” an official remarked, 
“and 100,000 received their land in one 
of the very first acts of the revolution, 
land reform — but that future growth in 
agriculture depends on the amalgamation 
of the country’s small farms.”

beef cattle are also raised on these lands. 
Private producers receive technical and 
material assistance from the State. They 
also receive through the National Bank 
of Cuba and under favorable conditions 
about $75 million per year in credit for 
the financing of current operations. 

From 1970 to 1974, non-cane agricul- 
tural production grew 38%, livestock 
production grew by 10% and forestry 
doubled. ■. 

(Out of the total gross production of 
the agricultural sector, almost 85% is 
State controlled and some 15% by scat- 
tered small private producers.) 

Increased production has resulted from 
the introduction of modem techniques, 
in the greater use of irrigation and ma- 
chinery, providing greater yields per acre 
and reduction of crop losses. 

Large quantities of agricultural equip- 
ment, tools and farm machinery have 
been imported. From 1969 to 1973 alone, 
30,000 tractors were imported. 

Tobacco 

Tobacco production had decreased un- 
til 1971 when high levels of planting 
were resumed. In the crop year of 1970- 
1971, 28,000 tons of dry leaves were 
produced. In 1973 - 1974, the last year 
for which totals are available, production 
reached 47,000 tons. 85% of this crop 
derives from the participation of small 
private farmers, all of whom are linked 
to State plans and receive considerable 
financial, material and technical assist- 
ance. 

As a result of better selection of seed- 
lings and of the development of more 
productive strains, increases in the yield 
per harvested acre have been achieved 
• in spite of some irrigation limitation. 

A large part of the process of soil 
preparation and of sowing, cutting, selec- 
tion, stringing of leaves and curing has 
been mechanized. A continued increase 
in the volume of planting is planned, 
with full irrigation, thus increasing the 
yield per acre, total production, and the 
high quality of Cuban tobacco. 

Rice 

Rice is a traditional staple in the 
Cuban diet The annual per capita con- 
sumption has been over 100 pounds. 

Cuba used to import almost half of the 
rice that is consumed. But since 1968 
the production of rice has trebled. It is 
working to increase yields, to increase 
the number of rice plantations, to in- 
crease mechanization and to expand its 
drying and milling installations. While 


the Cuban goal is rice self-sufficiency \ 
1980, it is still far from it. 




Vegetables 

Vegetables in Cuba are basically grown 
for internal consumption in either fresh 
form or processed. Since 1970, vegetable 
production has grown from earlier, lower 
levels in acres sown and yield. 1974 saw 
the highest levels of output and yield in 
Cuban history. 

The main vegetable product in Cuba 
is the tomato which yielded over 194 
thousand tons in 1974. The increased 
focus on vegetable production has re- 
quired special attention to the selection 
of seeds, irrigation and phyto-sanitary 
and fertilizer services. 

Vegetable production will double by 
1980 and should that year equal Cuban 
domestic consumption demands. Export 
possibilities would increase after that. 

Citrus Fruit 

Citrus fruit production is an intensely 
developing part of the Cuban agricultural 
economy, particularly so since 1973. The 
planted area for citrus is eight times 
larger than in 1958 and sowing levels 
are now eleven times higher than 1971. 

Much of the already-sowed areas have 
not yet come into their producing stage, 
and sowing in new areas will continue in 
a sustained program at least through 
1980. 

Citrus yield which has in the past sev- 
eral years exceeded 180 thousand tons a 
year will reach three times that by 1980. 
Cuban export of fruit will also increase 
substantially. In 1975, about 66 thou- 
sand tons, mostly grapefruit, oranges and 
lemons, were exported. That can be ex- 
pected to grow as sowed fields come into 
production. 

The continued increase in citrus grow- 
ing requires adequate storage facilities 
for water, irrigation equipment, agricul- 
tural machinery, nurseries and processing 
industries. 

A significant element within the ex- 
pansion of the citrus growth is the Cuban 
educational policy that links study and 
work as an integral formative method 
for the new generation. Many of the new 
school installations at the secondary level 
have been located within citrus planta- 
tions. 

Livestock 

The production of livestock in the 
time before 1959 was casual and largely 
ignored what modem technology there 
was. Beef cattle were of low quality from 
a cross breed. Artificial insemination was 
unknown and veterinary medicine and 
attention was almost non-existent. 




Pork, too, was produced in an un- 
scientific manner, breeding unplanned 
and disease uncontrolled with brucellosis 
endemic. Production of poultry was neg- 
ligible and again rarely done in a scien- 
tific manner. 

All of that has changed as the Cubans 
reach for food sufficiency in these areas, 
a goal not yet reached but now foresee- 
able. 

Artificial insemination and disease con- 
trol have now reached modern levels of 
scientific and technological applications. 
Almost a million cows are now bred an- 
nually through artificial insemination 
using modem techniques of cross breed- 
ing to produce high efficiency levels in 
milk and meat production. 

Dairy and Beef 

From 1970-1974, 800 dairy farms 
and 129 genetic centers were put into 
operation. Substantial increases in these 
units are continuing with specific centers 
devoted to breeding and weaning, dairy 
bams including milking parlors, grazing, 
and fattening. Milk production from 
1970 to 1974 increased from 690,000 
tons to 799,000 tons. 

Beef production which had grown 
substantially up to 1970 has been pur- 
posely cut back since then in a restric- 
tive slaughter policy to preserve the total 
number of cattle for breeding stock. 
Nevertheless, in 1974, 249,000 tons of 
live weight cattle were slaughtered. 

Poultry 

The emphasis in the poultry sector has 
been on egg production and in 1974 over 
1,900 million units were produced, re- 
sulting from vastly increased flocks and 
higher per hen production. 

With egg production high, efforts are 
now being aimed at speeding up the 
quantity of poultry meat. Substantial in- . 
vestments are now being made in brood- 
ers, chicken processing plants and in the 
chicken feed industry. 75,000 tons of live 
weight chickens were delivered for 
slaughter in 1974, up from 50,000 tons 
in 1970. 

Pork 

The same process of improved breed- 
ing stock and disease control has been 
taking place in the production of pork. 
Production which reached 41,000 tons in 
1970 has grown to 60,000 tons weight 
on foot in 1974. 

Water 

Water for agriculture is a crucial con- 
cern of the Cubans. Cuba has no long,

voluminous rivers with stable water levels. 
Periods of drought can last as long as 
five months. Average annual rainfall can 
run as low as 56 inches. In 1972 and 
1973, for example, rainfall was excep- 
tionally low and obviously affected agri- 
cultural production. 

In 1959, water reservoirs were not 
used for irrigation and the capacity of 
the existing dams was only 48 million 
cubic meters. In the mid-seventies, water 
' storage capacity has grown to more than 
4,000 million cubic meters and there are 
scores of smaller, microdams scattered 
around the country. 

The growth in dam capacity has per- 
mitted great advances in irrigation. In 
1959 400,000 acres of cultivated land 
benefited from some form of irrigation. 
In 1974, therer were 1,450,000 acres 
systematically irrigated. While hundreds 
of miles of irrigation ditches have been 
and are still being constructed, since 
1966, irrigation efforts have been con- 
centrated on sprinkler irrigation. 

Portable and semi-stationary systems 
have been imported as well as equipment 
for making tubes, parts, sprinklers and 
other implements. All of this insures the 
annual addition of 100,000 to 150,000 
acres irrigated by semi-stationary systems.

“I think, Mr. Chair- 
man, as I said in my statement, we seek 
to discourage such travel. We do not 
think it is in the best foreign policy in- 
terests of the United States. On the other 
hand as I indicate, it would appear there 
is no illegality involved. Yes, I would 
say we would not consider it in our 
interests.” 

Congressman Bingham. “That isn't quite 
what I asked you, What I asked you was 
if it was damaging and if so, how sig- 
nificant?” 

Mr. Shlaudeman. “I would not say it was 
significantly damaging.”

‘‘First, I think most businessmen and, 
indeed, most informed observers, doubt 
the effectiveness of the U.S. embargo." 

‘To the degree that the policy has any 
hope of restoring democracy in the free- 
dom of choice of Cubans, it seems worth- 
while; However, it's been clear for the 
last few years that the embargo has not 
worked to its original desired purpose. 
Indeed, it may even have been counter- 
productive.” 

“Secondly, since it is clear the em- 
bargo has not worked and the Castro 
government seems certain to continue for 
the foreseeable future, U.S. business asks 
the obvious question of whether it makes 
sense to be excluded from a market that 
is virtually on their door step. U.S. com- 
panies are aware that Cuba offers a sub- 
stantial market . . . 

. . Assuming that 1975 import 
figures are a valid barometer of future 
trade, U.S. companies can contemplate 
a market of around $750 annually. 
Granted this is small when compared to 
the size of other markets to which US, 
companies have access. It is nonetheless, 
not one to ignore if it can be served by 
U.S. plants. 

“My third observation is that U.S. 
businessmen are frustrated by the em- 


bargo because they see that international 
companies domiciled in other countries 
are able to take advantage of trade open- 
ings in Cuba. In just a few years, Japa- 
nese companies have won a position of 
prominence on the market and they now 
sell almost a half a billion dollars of 
goods annually . . .” 

Stanley L Sommerfield 

“Since the change in licensing policies 
made as a result of the foreign ministers 
meeting last July, Treasury has issued 
186 licenses between October 1, 1975 
and June 30, 1976 arid they authorized 
subsidiaries in nineteen foreign countries 
to trade with Cuba and the total value of 
the potential trade for which licenses 
were approved was $295.5 million . . 

“. . . The mere issuance of a license 
does not necessarily mean that a transac- 
tion will result. We try to avoid issuing 
so-called hunting licenses where people 
say, well, we’re going to go out and see 
what we can do. You don't need a license 
really to talk . . ”

nacionalizados y expropiados a los imperiaHstas, lati* 
fundistas y burgueses, asi como sobre las granjas del 
pueblo, fabricas, empresas e instalaciones econdmi* 
cas, sociales, culturales y deportivas construidas, fo- 
mentadas o adquiridas por el Estado y las que en el 
futuro construya, fomente o adquiera. 

ARTICULO 16. % Estado organiza, dirige y con- 
trola la actividad econdmica nacional de acuerdo con el 
Plan Unico de Desarrollo Econdmico-Social, en cuya 
elaboracion y ejecucidn participan activa y cons-ien. 
temente los trabajadores de todas las ramas de la eco- 
nomia y de las demas esferas de la vida social. 

El desarrollo de la economia sirve a los fines de for* 
talecer el sistema socialista, satisfacer cada vez mejor 
las necesidades materiales y culturales de la sociedad 
y los ciudadanos, promover el desenvolvimiento de la 
personal idad humana y de su dignidad, el avance y 
la seguridad del pais y de la capacidad nacional para 
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cumplir los deberes internacionalistas de nuestro 
pueblo. 

ARTICULO 17. Para la administracion de la propie- 
dad social ista de todo e! pueblo, el Estado organiza 
empresas y otras entidades economicas. 

La estructura, atribuciones y funciones de las em- 
presas y entidades economicas estatales de produccion 
y servicios y el regimen de sus relaciones son regula- 
dos por la ley. 

ARTICULO 18. El comercio exterior es funcion 
exclusiva del Estado. La ley determina las institucio- 
nes y autoridades estatales facultadas para crear em- 
presas de comercio exterior y para normar y regular 
las operaciones de exportacion e importacion, asi 
como las investidas de personalidad juridica para con- 
certar convenios comerciales. 

ARTICULO 19. En la Republica de Cuba rige el 
principio socialista "de cada cual segun su capacidad; 
a cada cual segun su trabajo". 

La ley establece las regulaciones que garantizan el 
efectivo cumplimiento de este principio. 

ARTICULO 20. El Estado reconoce la propiedad de 
los agricultores pequenos sobre sus tierras y otros me- 
dios e instrumentos de produccion, conforme a lo que 
establece la ley. 

Los agricultores pequenos tienen derecho a asociarse 
entre sf, en la forma y con los requisitos que establece 
la ley, tanto a los fines de la produccion agropecuaria 
como a los de la obtencion de creditos y servicios es- 
tatales. 


- Se autoriza la organ izacion de cooperatives agro- 
pecuarias en los casos y en la forma que la ley esta- 
blece. La propiedad cooperativa es una £drma de pro- 
piedad colectiva de los campesinos integrados en ellas. 

El Estado apoya la produccion cooperativa de los 
pequenos agricultores, asi como la produccion indivi. 
du^ I, que contribuyan al auge de la economia nacional. 

El Estado promueve la incorporacion de los agricul- 
tores pequenos, voluntaria y libremente aceptada por 
estos, a los planes y unidades estatales de produccion 
agropecuaria. 

ARTICULO 21. El agricultor pequeno tiene dere- 
cho a vender la tierra previa autorizacion de los orga- 
nismos determinados por la ley. En todo cdso, el Esta- 
do tiene derecho preferente a la adquisicion mediante 
el pago de su justo precio. 

Se prohibe el arrendamiento, la aparceria^los pres- 
tamos hipotecarios y cualquier otra forma /tjue impli- 
que gravamen o cesion parcial a particulars de los 
derechos y acciones emanados de la propiedad de los 
agricultores pequenos Sobre las fincas tusticas. 

ARTICULO 22. Se garantiza la propiedad personal 
sobre los ingresos y ahorros proCedentes del trabajo 
propio, sobre la vivienda que se posed con justo tltulo 
de dominio y los demas bienes y objetos que sirven 
para la satisfaccion -de las necesidades materiales y 
culturales de la pe&ooa. ^ 

ASTmismo, se ddrantiza la propiedad sobre medios 
e instrumentos ae trabajo personal o familiar que no 
se emplean para explotar el trabajo ajeno. 
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ARTICULO 23. El Estado reconoce la propiedad de 
las organizaciones politicas, sociales y de masas sbbre- 
bienes destinados al cumplimiento de sus fines. 

ARTICULO 24. La ley regula el derecho de heren- 
cia sobre la vivienda de dominio propio y demas bie- 
nes de propiedad personal. 

La tierra de los agricultores pequenos-solo es here- 
dable por aquellos herederos que la trabajan personal- 
mente, salvo las excepciones que establece la ley. 

En relacion con los bienes integrados en coopera- 
tivas, la ley fija las condiciones en que son heredables. 

ARTICULO 25. Se autoriza la expropiacion de bie- 
nes, por razones de utilidad publica o interes social y 
con la debida indemnizacion. 

La ley establece el procedimiento para la expropia- 
cion y las bases para determinar su utilidad y necesidad, 
asi como la forma de la indemnizacion, considerando 
los intereses y las necesidades economipas y sociales 
del expropiado. 

ARTICULO 26. Toda persona que sufriere dano 
o perjuicio causado indebidamente por funcionarios 
o agentes del Estado con motivo del ejercicio de.las 
funciones propias de sus cargos, tiene derecho a re- 
clamar y obtener la correspondiehte repa radon o in- 
demnizacion en la forma que establece la ley. 

ARTICULO 27. Para asegurar el bienestar de los 
ciudadanos, el Estado y la sociedad protegen la natu- 
raleza. Incumbe a los organos competentes y ademas 
a cada ciudadano velar porque sean mantenidas lim- 
pias Jas aguas y la atmosfera, y que se proteja el suelo 
la flora y la fauna. 


CAPITULO II 

CIUDADANIA 

ARTICULO 28. La ciudadania cubana se adquiere 
por nacimiento o por naturalizacion. 

ARTICULO 29. Son ciudadanos cubanos por naci- 
miento: 

a) los nacidos en el territorio nacional, con excep- 
cion de los hijos de extranjeros que se encuen- 
tren al servicio de su gobierno o de organismos 

o internacionales; 

b) los nacidos en el extranjero de padre o mad re 
cubanos que se hallen cumpliendo mision oficial; 

c) los nacidos en el extranjero de padre o madre 
cubanos, previo el cumplimiento de las forma- 
lidades que la ley sehala; 

ch) los nacidos fuera de| territorio nacional, de pa- 
dre o madre naturales de la Republica de Cuba 
que hayan perdido esta nacionalidad, siempre 
que la reclamen en la forma que sehala la ley; 
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d) los extranjeros que por meritos excepcionales 
alcanzados en las luchas por la liberacion de 
Cuba fueron considerados ciudadanos cubanos 
por nacimiento. 

ARTICULO 30. Son ciudadanos cubanos por natu- 
ral izacion: 

a) los extranjeros que adquieren la ciudadam'a de 
acuerdo con lo establecido en la ley; 

b) los que hubiesen servido a la lucha armada con- 
tra la tiranla derrocada el lro. de Enero de 1959, 
siempre que acrediten esa condicion en la for- 
ma legalmente establecida; 

c) los que habiendo sido privados arbitrariamente 
de su ciudadania de origen obtengan la cubana 
por acuerdo expreso del Consejo de Estado. 

ARTICULO 31. Ni el matrimonio ni su disolucion 
afectan la ciudadania de los conyuges o de sus hijos. 

ARTICULO 32. Pierden la ciudadania cubana: 

a) los que adquieran una ciudadania extranjera; 

b) los que, sin permiso del Gobierno, sirvan a otra 
nacion en funciones militares o en el desem-. 
peno de cargos que lleven aparejada autoridad 
o jurisdiccion propia; 

c) los que en territorio extranjero de cualquier 
modo conspiren o actuen contra el pueblo de 
Cuba y sus instituciones social istas y revolu- 
cionarias; 

ch) los cubanos por naturalizacion que residan en 
el pals de su nacimiento, a no ser que expresen 
cada tres anos, ante la autoridad consular co- 


rrespondiente, su voluntad de conservar la ciu- 
dadania cubana; 

d) los naturalizados que aceptaren una doble ciu- 
dadania. 

La ley podri determiner delitos y causas de indig- 
nidad que produzcan la p£rdida de la ciudadania por 
naturalizacibn, mediante sentencia firme de los tri- 
bunates. 

la formalizacion de la perdida de la ciudadania por 
los motivos consignados en los incisos b) y c) se hace 
efectiva mediante decreto del Consejo de Estado. 

ARTICULO 33. La ciudadania cubana podra reco- 
brarse en los casos y en la forma que prescribe la ley. 
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CAPITULO III 

FAMILIA 

ARTICULO 34. El Estado protege la familia, la ma- 
ternidad y e| matrimonio. 

ARTICULO 35. El matrimonio es la union volunta- 
riamente concertada de un hombre y una mujer con 
aptitud legal para ello, a fin de hacer vida en comun. 
Descansa en la igualdad absoluta de derechos y debe- 
res de los conyuges, los que deben atender al mante- 
nimiento del hogar y a la formacion integral de los 
hijos mediante e| esfuerzo comun, de modo que este 
resulte compatible con el desarrollo de las activida- 
des sociales de ambos. 

La ley regula la formalizacion, reconocimiento y 
disolucion del matrimonio y los derechos y obligacio- 
nes que de dichos actos se derivan. 

ARTICULO 36. Todos los hijos tienen iguales dere- 
chos, sean habidos dentro o fuera del matrimonio. 

Esta abolida toda calificacion sobre la naturaleza de 
la fitiacion. 


No se consignari declaracion alguna diferenciando 
los nacimientos, ni sobre el estado civil de los padres 
en las actas de inscripcion de los hijos, ni en ningun 
otro documento que haga referencia a la filiacion. 

El Estado garantiza mediante los procedimientos le- 
gates adecuados la determinaciori y el reconocimien- 
to de la paternidad. 

ARTICULO 37. Los padres tienen el deber de dar 
alimentos a sus hijos y asistirlos en la defensa de sus 
legftimos intereses y en la realizacion de sus justas 
aspiraciones; as! como el de contribuir activamente a 
su educacion y formacion integral como ciudadanos 
utiles y preparados para la vida en la sociedad so- 
cialista. 

Los hijos, a su vez, estan obligados a respetar y 
ayudar a sus padres. 
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CAP ITU LO IV 

EDUCACION Y CULTURA 

ARTICULO 38. El Estado orienta, fomenta y pro- 
mueve la educacion, la cultura y las ciencias en todas 
sus manifestaciones. 

En su polftica educativa y cultural se atiene a los 
postulados siguientes: 

a) fundamenta su polftica educacional y cultural 
en la concepcion cientifica del mundo, estable- 
cida y desarrollada por el marxismo-leninismo; 

b) la ensenanza es funcion del Estado. Enjconse- 
cuencia, los centros docentes son estatales. El 
cumplimiento de la funcion educativa consti- 
tuye una tarea en la que participa toda la socie- 
dad y se basa en las conclusiones y aportes de 
la ciencia y en la relacion mas estrecha del ejstu- 
dio con la vida, el trabajo y la produccion; 

c) promover la formacion comunista de las nuevas 
generaciones y la preparacion de los ninos, 
jovenes y adultos para la vida social. 


Par a realizar este principio se combinan la edu- 
cacion general y las especial izadas de caracter 
cientifico, tecnico o artistico, con el trabajo, la 
investigacion para el desarrollo, la educacion 
fisica, el deporte y la participacion en activida- 
des politicas, sociales y de preparacion militar; 

ch) la ensenanza es gratuita. El Estado mantiene un 
amplio sistema de becas para los estudiantes y 
proporciona multiples facilidades de estudio a 
los trabajadores a fin de alcanzar la universa- 
lizacion de la ensenanza. 

La ley precisa la integracion y estructura del 
sistema nacional de ensenanza, asi como el al- 
cance de la obligatoriedad de estudiar y define 
la preparacion general basica que, como mini- 
mo, debe adquirir todo ciudadano; 

d) es libre la creacion artistica siempre que su con- 
tenido no sea contrario a la Revolucion. Las for- 
mas de expresion en el arte son libres; 

e) el Estado, a fin de elevar la cultura del pueblo, 
se ocupa de fomentar y desarrollar la educacion 
artistica, la vocacion para la creacion y el cul- 
tivo del arte y la capacidad para apreciarlo; 

f) la actividad creadora e investigativa en la cien- 
cia es libre. El Estado estimula y viabiliza la in- 
vestigacion y prioriza la dirigida a resolver los 
problemas que atanen al interes de la sociedad 
y al beneficio del pueblo; 

g) el Estado propicia que los trabajadores se incor- 
poren a la labor cientifica y al desarrollo de la 
ciencia;

h) el Estado orienta, fomenta y promueve la cul- 
tura fi'sica y el deporte en todas sus manifesta- 
ciones como medio de educacion y contribution 
a la formacion integral de los ciudadanos; 

i) e| Estado vela por la conservacion del patrimo- 
nio cultural y la riqueza arti'stica e historica de 
la nacion. Protege los monumentos nacionales 
y los lugares notables por su belleza natural 
o por su reconocido valor artistico o historico; 

j) el Estado promueve la participation de los ciu- 
dadanos a traves de las organizaciones sociales 
y de masas del pais en la realization de su poll- 
tica educacional y cultural. 

ARTICULO 39. La educacion de la ninez y la ju- 
ventud en el espfritu comunista es deber de toda la 
sociedad. 

La ninez y la juventud disfrutan de particular pro- 
tection por parte del Estado y la sociedad. 

La familia, la escuela, los organos estatales y las 
organizaciones sociales y de masas tienen el deber de 
prestar especial atencion a la formacion integral de la 
ninez y la juventud. 


CAPITULO V 

IGUALDAD 

ARTICULO 40. Todos los ciudadanos gozan de 
iguales derechos y estan sujetos a iguales deberes. 

ARTICULO 41. La discrimination por motivo de 
raza, color, sexo u origen nacional esta proscrita y es 
sancionada por la ley. 

Las instituciones del Estado educan a todos, desde 
la mas temprana edad, en el principio de la igualdad 
de los seres humanos. 

ARTICULO 42. El Estado consagra e| derecho con- 
quistado por la Revolucion de que los ciudadanos, sin 
distincion de raza, color u origen nacional: 

— tienen acceso, segun meritos y capacidades, a 
todos los cargos y empleos del Estado, de la 
Administracion Publica y de la produccion y 
prestacion de servicios; 

— ascienden a todas las jerarqufas de las Fuerzas Ar- 
madas Revolucionarias y de la seguridad y orden 
interior, segun meritos y capacidades; 
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— perciben salario igual por trabajo igual; 

— disfrutan de la ensenanza en todas las institucio- 
nes docentes del pais, desde la escuela primaria 
hasta las universidades, que son las mismas para 
todos; 

— reciben asistencia medica en todas las instalacio- 
nes Hospitalarias; 

— se domicilian en cualquier sector, zona o barrio 
de las ciudades y se alojan en cualquier hotel; 

— son atendidos en todos los restaurantes y demas 
establecimientos de servicio publico; 

— usan, sin separaciones, los transposes maritimos, 
ferroviarios, aereos y automotores; 

— disfrutan de los mismos balnearios, playas, par- 
ques, drculos sociales y demis centres de cultu* 
ra, deportes, recreacion y descanso. 

ARTICULO 43. La mujer goza de iguales derechos 
que el hombre en lo economico, politico, social y fa- 
miliar. 

Para garantizar el ejercicio de estos derechos y es- 
pecialmente la incorporacidn de la mujer al trabajo 
social, el Estado atiende a que se le proporcionen pues- 
tos de trabajo compatibles con su constitucion fisica; 
le concede licencia retribuida por maternidad, antes 
y despu4s del parto; organiza instituciones, tales 
como drculos infantiles, semi-in ternados e interna- 
ls escolares, y se esfuerza por crear todas las condi- 
ciones que propician la realizacion del principio de 
la igualdad. 


CAPITULO VI 

DERECHOS, DEBERES Y GARANTIAS 
FUNDAMENTALES 

ARTICULO 4% El trabajo en la sociedad socialista 
es un derecho, un deber y un motivo de honor para 
cada ciudadano. 

El trabajo es remunerado conforme a su calidad y 
cantidad; al proporcionarlo se atienden las exigencias 
de la economfa y la sociedad, la eleccidn del trabaja- 
dor y su aptitud y calificaci6n; lo garantiza el sistema 
econ6mico socialista, que propicia el desarrollo eco- 
ndmico y social, sin crisis, y que con ello ha eliminado 
el desempleo y borrado para siempre el pare estacio- 
nal llamado "tiempo muerto". 

Se reconoce el trabajo voluntario, no remunerado, 
realizado en beneficio de toda la sociedad, en las acti- 
vidades industriales, agricolas, tecnicas, artlsticas y 
de servicio, como formador de la conciencia comunis- 
ta de nuestro pueblo. 

Cada trabajador est£ en el deber de cumplir cabal- 
mente las tareas que le corresponden en su empleo. 
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ARTICULO 45. Todo el que trabaja tiene derecho 
al descanso, que se garantiza por la jornada laboral de 
ocho horas, el descanso semanal y las vacaciones 
anuales pagadas. 

El Estado fomenta el desarrollo de instalaciones y 
planes vacacionales. 

ARTICULO 46 . Mediante el sistema de seguridad 
social, el Estado garantiza la proteccion adecuada a 
todo trabajador impedido por su edad, invalidez o en- 
fermedad. 

En caso de muerte del trabajador garantiza similar 
proteccion a su familia. 

ARTICULO 47. El Estado protege, mediante la asis- 
tencia social, a los ancianos sin recursos ni amparo y 
a cualquier persona no apta para trabajar que carezca 
de familiares en condiciones de prestarle ayuda. 

ARTICULO 48. El Estado garantiza el derecho a la 
proteccion, seguridad e higiene del trabajo, mediante 
la adopcion de medidas adecuadas para la prevencion 
de accidentes y enfermedades profesionales. 

El que sufre un accidente en el trabajo o contrae 
una enfermedad profesional tiene derecho a la aten- 
ci6n medica y a subsidio o jubilacion en los casos de 
incapacidad temporal o permanente para el trabajo. 

ARTICULO 49. Todos tienen derecho a que se 
atienda y proteja su salud. El Estado garantiza este 
derecho: 

—con la prestacion de la asistencia medica y hospi- 
talaria gratuita, mediante la red de instalaciones 
de servicio medico hjral, de los policlinicos, hos- 


pitaies, centros profilacticos y de tratamiento es- 
pecializado; 

— con la prestacion de asistencia estomatologica 
gratuita; 

— con el desarrollo de los planes de divulgacion sa- 
nitaria y de educacion para la salud, examenes 
medicos periodicos, vacunacion general y otras 
medidas preventivas de las enfermedades. En 
estos planes y actividades coopera toda la pobla- 
cion a traves de las organizaciones sociales y de 
masas. 

ARTICULO 50. Todos tienen derecho a la educa- 
cion. Este derecho esta garantizado por e| amplio y 
gratuito sistema de escuelas, semi-internados, inter- 
nados y becas, en todos los tipos y niveles de ensenan- 
za, y por la gratuidad del material escolar, lo que pro- 
porciona a cada nino y joven, cualquiera que sea la 
situacion economica de su familia, la oportunidad de 
cursar estudios de acuerdo con sus aptitudes, las exi- 
gences sociales y las necesidades del desarrollo eco- 
nomico-social. 

Los hombres y mujeres adultos tienen asegurado 
este derecho, en las mismas condiciones de gratuidad 
y con facilidades especificas que la ley regula, me- 
diante la educacion de adultos, la ensenanza tecnica y 
profesional, la capacitacion laboral en empresas y or- 
ganismos del Estado y los cursos de educacion supe- 
rior para los trabajadores. 

ARTICULO 51. Todos tienen derecho a la educa- 
cion fisica, al deporte y a la recreacion. 

El disfrute de este derecho esta garantizado por la 
inclusion de la ensenanza y practica de la educacion 
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ffsica y el deporte en los planes de estudio del sistema 
nacional de educacion; y por la amplitud de la ins- 
truccion y los medios puestos a disposicion del pue- 
blo, que facilitan la practica masiva del deporte y la 
recreacion. 

ARTICULO 52. Se reconoce a los ciudadanos liber- 
tad de palabra y prensa conforme a los fines de la so- 
ciedad socialista. Las condiciones materiales para su 
ejercicio estan dadas por el hecho de que la prensa, la 
radio, la television, el cine y otros medios de difusion 
masiva son de propiedad estatal o social y no pueden 
ser objeto, en ningun caso, de propiedad privada, lo 
I que asegura su uso al servicio exclusivo del pueblo tra- 

bajador y del interes de la sociedad. 

La ley regula el ejercicio de estas libertades. 

ARTICULO 53. Los derechos de reunion, manifes- 
tacion y asociacion son ejercidos por los trabajadores, 
manuales e intelectuales, los campesinos, las mujeres, 
los estudiantes y demas sectores del pueblo trabaja- 
dor, para lo cual disponen de los medios necesarios a 
tales fines. Las organizaciones sociales y de masas dis- 
ponen de todas las facilidades para el desenvolvimiento 
de dichas actividades en las que sus miembros go - 
zan de la mas amplia libertad de palabra y opinion, 
basadas en el derecho irrestricto a la iniciativa y a la 
critica. 

^ ARTICULO 54. El Estado socialista, que basa su ac- 

tividad y educa al pueblo en la concepcion cientifica 
materialista del universo, reconoce y garantiza la 
libertad de conciencia, el derecho de cada uno a pro- 
fesar cualquier creencia religiosa y a practicar, dentro 
del respeto a la ley, el culto de su preferencia. 


La ley regula las actividades de las instituciones re- 
ligiosas. 

Es ilegal y punible oponer la fe o la creencia reli- 
giosa a la Revolucion, a la educacion o al cumplimien- 
to de los deberes de trabajar. defender la patria con 
las armas, reverenciar sus simbolos y los demas debe- 
res establecidos por la Constitucion. 

ARTICULO 55. El domicilio es inviolable. Nadie 
puede penetrar en el ajeno contra la voluntad del mo- 
rador, salvo en los casos previstos por la ley. 

ARTICULO 56. La correspondence es inviolable. 
S6lo puede ser ocupada, abierta y examinada en los 
casos previstos por la ley. Se guardara secreto de los 
asuntos ajenos al hecho que motivare el examen. 

El mismo principio se observara con respecto a las 
comunicaciones cablegraficas. telegrificas y telefo- 
nicas. 

ARTICULO 57. La libertad e inviolabilidad de su 
persona estin garantizadas a todos los que residen en 
e| territorio nacional. 

Nadie puede ser detenido sino en los casos, en la 
forma y con las garantias que prescriben las leyes. 

El detenido o preso es inviolable en su integri dad 
personal. 

ARTICULO 58. Nadie puede ser encausado ni con- 
denado sino por tribunal competente, en virtud de 
leyes anteriores al delito y con las formalidades y ge - 
rantias que estas establecen. 

Todo acusado tiene derecho a la defensa. 
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No se ejercera violencia ni coaccion de clase alguna 
sobre las personas para forzarlas a declarar. 

Es nula toda declaracion obtenida con infraccion de 
este precepto y los responsables incurriran en las san- 
ciones que fija la ley. 

' ARTICULO 59. La confiscacion de bienes se aplica 
solo como sancion por las autoridades, en los casos y 
por los procedimientoS que determina la ley. 

ARTICULO 60. Las leyes penales tienen efecto re- 
troactivo cuando sean favorables al encausado o san- 
cionado. Las demas leyes no tienen efecto retroactivo 
a menos que en las mismas se disponga lo contrario 
por razon de interes social o utilidad publica. 

ARTICULO 61. Ninguna de las libertades reconoci- 
das a los ciudadanos puede ser ejercida contra lo esta- 
blecido en la Constitucion y las leyes, ni contra la 
existencia y fines del Estado socialista, ni contra la de- 
cision del pueblo cubano de construir el socialismo y el 
comunismo. La infraccion de este principio es punible. 

ARTICULO 62. Todo ciudadano tiene derecho a 
dirigir quejas y peticiones a las autoridades y a reci- 
bir la atencion o respuestas pertinentes y en plazo 
adecuado, conforme a la ley. 

ARTICULO 63. Es deber de cada uno cuidar la pro- 
piedad publica y social, acatar la disciplina del tra- 
bajo, respetar los derechos de los demas, observar las 
normas de la convivencia socialista y cumplir los de- 
beres dvicos y sociales. 

ARTICULO 64. La defensa de la patria socialista es 
el mas grande honor y el deber supremo de cada 
cubano. 


La ley regula el servicio militar que los cubanos de- 
ben prestar. 

La traicion a la patria es el mas grave de los cri- 
menes; quien la comete esta sujeto a las mas severas 
sanciones. 

ARTICULO 65. El cumplimiento estricto de la 
Constitucion y de las leyes es deber inexcusable de 
todos. 
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CAPITULO VII 

PRINCIPIOS DE ORGAN IZACION 
Y FUNCIONAMIENTO DE LOS 
ORGANOS ESTATALES 

ARTICULO 66. Los organos del Estado se integran, 
funcionan y desarrollan su actividad sobre la base de 
los principios de la democracia social ista, la unidad 
de poder y el centralismo democratico, los cuales se 
manifiestan en las formas siguientes: 

a) todos los organos de poder del Estado, sus orga- 
nos ejecutivos y todos los tribunales, son elec- 
tivos y renovables periodicamente; 

b) las masas populares controlan la actividad de 
los organos estatales, de los diputados, de los 
delegados y de los funcionarios; 

c) los elegidos tienen el deber de rendir cuenta de 
su actuacion ante sus electores y estos tienen 
derecho a revocarlos cuando no justifican la 
confianza puesta en el los; 

ch) cada organo estatal desarrolla ampliamente, 
dentro del marco de su competencia, la inicia- 


tiva encaminada al aprovechamiento de los re- 
cursos y posibilidades locales y a la incorporacidn 
de las organizaciones sociales y de masas a su 
actividad; 

d) las disposiciones de los drganos estatales supe- 
riors son obligatorias para los inferiores; 

e) los organos estatales inferiores responden ante 
los superiores y les rinden cuenta de su gestion; 

f ) en la actividad de los organos ejecutivos y admi- 
nistrativos locales rige un sistema de doble su- 
bordinacion: subordinacion al organo del Poder 
Popular correspondiente a su instancia y subor- 
dinacion a la instancia superior que atiende las 
tareas administrativas que el organo local tiene 
a su cargo; 

g) la libertad de discusion, el ejercicio de la critica 
y autocritica y la subordinacion de la minoria 
a la mayoria, rigen en todos los organos esta- 
tales colegiados. 
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CAPITULO VIII 

ORGANOS SUPREMOS DEL PODER POPULAR 

ARTICULO 67. La Asamblea Nacional del Poder 
Popular es el organo supremo del poder del Estado. 
Representa y expresa la voluntad soberana de todo el 
pueblo trabajador. 

ARTICULO 68. La Asamblea Nacional del Poder 
Popular es el unico organo con potestad constituyente 
y legislativa en la Republica. 

ARTICULO 69. La Asamblea Nacional del Poder 
Popular se compone de diputados elegidos por las 
Asambleas Municipals del Poder Popular en la forma 
y en la proporcidn que determina la ley. 

ARTICULO 70. La Asamblea Nacional del Poder 
Popular es elegida por un termino de cinco anos. 

Este termino solo podra extenderse por acuerdo de 
la propia Asamblea en caso de guerra o a virtud de 
otras circunstancias excepcionales que impidan la ce- 

lebracion normal de las elecciones y mientras subsis- 
tan tales circunstancias. 


ARTICULO 71. Treinta dias despues de elegidos 
todos los diputados a la Asamblea Nacional del Poder 
Popular, esta se reune por derecho propio, bajo la pre- 
sidency del diputado de mis edad y asistido, como 
secretarios, por los dos diputados mas jovenes. 

En esta sesion se verifica la validez de la eleccion 
de los diputados, y eistos prestan juramento y eligen al 
Presidente, al Vicepresidente y al Secretario de la 
Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popular, los que toman 
posesion de inmediato de sus cargos. 

A continuacion, la Asamblea procede a elegir al 
Consejo de Estado. 

ARTICULO 72. La Asamblea Nacional del Poder 
Popular elige de entre sus diputados al Consejo de 
Estado, integrado por un Presidente, un Primer Vice- 
presidente, cinco Vicepresidentes, un Secretario y 
veintitres miembros; mis. 

El Presidente del Consejo de Estado es jefe de Es- 
tado y jefe de Gobierno. 

El Consejo de Estado es responsable ante la Asam- 
blea Nacional del Poder Popular y le rinde cuenta de 
todas sus actividadies. 

ARTICULO 73.. Son atribuciones de la Asamblea 
Nacional del Poder Popular: 

a) acordar reformas de la Constitucipn conforme 
a lo estableeido en el arttculo 141; 

b) aprobar, modificar o derogar las leyes y some- 
terlas previamente a la consulta popular cuan- 
do lo estime procedente en atencion a la Indole 
de la legislation de que se trate; 
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c) decidir acerca de la constitucionalidad de las 
leyes, dec re tos- 1 eyes, decretos y demas dispo- 
siciones generales; 

ch) revocar en todo o en parte los decretos- leyes 
que haya dictado el Consejo de Estado; 

d) discutir y aprobar los planes nacionales de desa- 
rrollo economico y social; 

e) discutir y aprobar el presupuesto del Estado; 

f) aprobar los principios del sistema de planifi- 
cacion y de direccion de la economia nacional; 

g) acordar el sistema monetario y crediticio; 

h) aprobar los lineamientos generales de la poli- 
tica exterior e interior; 

i) declarar el estado de guerra en caso de agresion 
militar y aprobar los tratados de paz; 

j) establecer y modificar la division polltico-admi- 
nistrativa del pais conforme a lo establecido en 
el articulo 100; 

k) elegir al Presidente, al Vicepresidente y al Se- 
cretario de la Asamblea Nacional; 

l) elegir al Presidente, al Primer Vicepresidente, 
a los Vicepresidentes, al Secretario y a los de- 
mas miembros del Consejo de Estado; 

ID designar, a propuesta del Presidente del Con- 
sejo de Estado. al Primer Vicepresidente, a los 
Vicepresidentes y demas miembros del Con- 
sejo de Ministros, 

m) elegir al Presidente, al Vicepresidente y a los 
demas jueces del Tribunal Supremo Popular; 


n) elegir al Fiscal General y a los vicefiscales ge- 
nerates de la Republica; 

n) nombrar comisiones permanentes y temporales; 

o) revocar la eleccion o designacion de las perso- 
nas elegidas o designadas por ella; 

p) ejercer la mas alta fiscalizacion sobre los orga- 
nos del Estado y del Gobierno; 

q) conocer, evaluar y adoptar las decisiones perti- 
nentes sobre los informes de rendicion de cuen- 
ta que le presenten el Consejo de Estado, el 
Consejo de Ministros, el Tribunal Supremo Po- 
pular, la Fiscali'a General de la Republica y las 
Asambleas Provinciales del Poder Popular; 

r) revocar los decretos-leyes del Consejo de Estado 
y los decretos o disposiciones del Consejo de 
Ministros que contradigan la Constitucion o las 
leyes; 

s) revocar o modificar los acuerdos o disposiciones 
de los organos locales del Poder Popular que 
violen la Constitucion, las leyes, los decretos- 
leyes, decretos y demas disposiciones dictadas 
por un organo de superior jerarquia a los mis- 
mos; o los que afecten los intereses de otras 
localidades o los generales del pals; 

t) conceder amnistlas; 

u) disponer la convocatoria de referendos en los 
casos previstos en la Constitucion y en otros 
que la propia Asamblea considere proce- 
dentes; 

v) acordar su reglamento; 

w) las demas que le confiere esta Constitucion. 
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ARTICULO 74. Las leyes y acuerdos de la Asam- 
blea Nacional del Poder Popular, salvo cuando se re- 
fieran a la reforma de la Constitucion, se adoptan por 
mayorfa simple de votos. 

ARTICULO 75. Las leyes aprobadas por la Asam- 
blea Nacional del Poder Popular entran en vigor en la 
fecha que en cada caso determina la propia ley. 

Las leyes, decretos- leyes, decretos y resoluciones, 
reglamentos y demas disposiciones generates de los 
organos nacionales del Estado, se publican en la Ga- 
ceta Oficial de la Republica. 

ARTICULO 76. La Asamblea Nacional del Poder 
Popular se reune en dos periodos ordinarios de sesio- 
nes al ano y en sesion extraordinaria cuando lo solicite 
la tercera parte de sus miembros o la convoque el Con- 
sejo de Estado. 

ARTICULO 77. Para que la Asamblea Nacional del 
Poder Popular pueda celebrar sesion se requiere la 
presencia de mas de la mitad del numero total de los 
diputados que la integran. 

ARTICULO 78. Las sesiones de la Asamblea Nacio- 
nal del Poder Popular son publicas, excepto en el caso 
en que la propia Asamblea acuerde celebrarlas a puer- 
tas cerradas por razon de interes de Estado. 

ARTICULO 79. Son atribuciones del Presidente de 
la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popular: 

a) presidir las sesiones de la Asamblea Nacional y 
velar por ia aplicacion de su reglamento; 

b) convocar las sesiones ordinarias de la Asamblea 
Nacional; 


c) proponer el proyecto de orden del dia de las 
sesiones de la Asamblea Nacional; 

ch) firmar y disponer la publicacion en la Gaceta 
Oficial de la Republica de las leyes y acuerdos 
adoptados por la Asamblea Nacional; 

d) organizar las relaciones internacionales de la 
Asamblea Nacional; 

e) dirigir y organizar la labor de las comisiones de 
trabajo permanentes y temporales que sean 
creadas por la Asamblea Nacional; 

f) asistir a las reuniones del Consejo de Estado; 

g) las demas que por esta Constitucion o la Asam- 
blea Nacional del Poder Popular se le atribuyan. 

ARTICULO 80. La condicion de diputado no entra- 
na privilegios personales ni beneficios economicos. 

Los diputados a la Asamblea Nacional del Poder 
Popular coordinaran sus funciones como tales con sus 
responsabilidades y tareas habituates. 

En la medida en que lo exija su labor como dipu- 
tados, disfrutaran de licencia sin sueldo y recibiran 
una dieta equivalente a su salario y a los gastos adi- 
cionales en que incurran con motivo del ejercicio de 
su cargo. 

ARTICULO 81. Ningun diputado a la Asamblea 
Nacional del Poder Popular puede ser detenido ni so- 
metido a proceso penal sin autorizacion de la Asam- 
blea, o del Consejo de Estado si no esta reunida aque- 
I la, salvo en caso de delito flagrante. 

ARTICULO 82. Los diputados a la Asamblea Nacio- 
nal del Poder Popular tienen el deber de desarrollar 
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sus labores en beneficio de los intereses del pueblo, 
mantener contacro con sus electores, oir sus quejas, 
sugerencias y crlticas, explicarles la polltica del Esta- 
do y rendirles, periodicamente, cuenta del cumpli- 
mlento de sus funciones. 

Asimismo los diputados estan obligados a rendir 
cuenta de su actuacion a la Asamblea cuando esta lo 
reclame. 

ARTICULO 83. Los diputados a la Asamblea Nacio- 
nal del Poder Popular pueden ser revocados en todo 
tiempo p>or sus electores, en la forma y por el proce- 
dimiento establecido en la ley. 

ARTICULO 84. Los diputados a la Asamblea Na- 
cional del Poder Popular tienen el derecho de hacer 
preguntas al Consejo de Estado, al Consejo de Minis- 
tros o a los miembros de uno y otro, y a que estas les 
sean respondidas en el curso de la misma sesion o en 
la proxima. 

ARTICULO 85. Todos los organos y empresas esta- 
tales estan obligados a prestar a los diputados la cola* 
boracion necesaria para el cumplimiento de sus deberes. 

ARTICULO 86. La iniciativa de las leyes compete: 

a) a los diputados de la Asamblea Nacional del 
Poder Popular; 

b) al Consejo de Estado; 

c) al Consejo de Ministros; 

ch) a las comisiones de la Asamblea Nacional del 
Poder Popular; 

d) al Comite Nacional de la Central de Trabaja- 
dores de Cuba y a las Direcciones Nacionales. 


de las demas organizaciones sociales y de 
masas; 

e) al Tribunal Supremo Popular, en materia rela- 
tiva a la administracion de justicia; 

f) a la Fiscalia General de la Republica,en materia 
de su competencia; 

g) a los ciudadanos. En este caso sera requisito in- 
dispensable que ejerciten la iniciativa diez mil 
ciudadanos, por lo menos, que tengan la condi- 
ci6n de electores. 

ARTICULO 87. El Consejo de Estado es el organo 
de la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popular que la re- 
presenta entre uno y otro periodo de sesiones, ejecuta 
los acuerdos de esta y cumple las dem£s funciones que 
la Constitucion le atribuye. 

Tiene caracter colegiado y, a los fines nacionales e 
internacionales, ostenta la suprema representacion 
del Estado cubano. 

ARTICULO 88. Son atribuciones del Consejo de Es- 
tado : 

a) disponer la celebracion de sesiones extraordina- 
rias de la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popular; 

b) acordar la fecha de las elecciones para la reno- 
vacion periodica de la Asamblea Nacional del 
Poder Popular; 

c) dictar decretos- leyes, entre uno y otro periodo 
de sesiones de la Asamblea Nacional del Poder 
Popular; 

ch) dar a las leyes vigentes, en caso necesario, una 
interpretacion general y obligatoria; 
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d) ejercer la iniciativa legislative; 

e) disponer lo pertinente para realizar los refe- 
rendos que acuerde la Asamblea Nacional del 
Poder Popular; 

f) decretar la movilizacion general cuando la de- 
fensa del pais lo exija y asumir las facultades 
de declarar la guerra en caso de agresion o con- 
certar la paz, que la Constitucion asigna a la 
Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popular, cuando 
esta se Halle en receso y no pueda ser convocada 
con la seguridad y urgencia necesarias; 

g) sustituir, a propuesta de su Presidente, a los 
miembros del Consejo de Ministros entre uno 
y otro periodo de sesiones de la Asamblea Nacio- 
cional del Poder Popular; 

h) impartir instrucciones de caracter general a los 
tribunales a traves del Consejo de Gobierno del 
Tribunal Supremo Popular; 

i) impartir instrucciones a la Fiscali'a General de 
la Republics; 

j) designar y remover, a propuesta de su Presiden- 
te, a los representantes diplomaticos de Cuba 
ante otros Estados; 

k) otorgar condecoraciones y titulos honorificos; 

l ) nombrar comisiones; 

II) conceder indultos; 

m) ratificar y denunciar tratados internacionales; 

n) otorgar o negar el beneplacito a los represen- 
tantes diplomaticos de otros Estados; 


n) suspender las disposiciones del Consejo de Mi- 
nistros y los acuerdos y disposiciones de las 
Asambleas Locales del Poder Popular que no se 
ajusten a la Constitucion o a las leyes, o cuando 
afecten los intereses de otras localidades o los 
generales del pais, dando cuenta a la Asamblea 
Nacional del Poder Popular en la primera sesion 
que celebre despues de acordada dicha sus- 
pension. 

o) revocar los acuerdos y disposiciones de los Co- 
mites Ejecutivos de los organos locales del Po- 
der Popular que contravengan la Constitucion, 
las leyes, los decretos-leyes, los decretos y de- 
mas disposiciones dictadas por un organo de su- 
perior jerarquia a los mismos, o cuando afecten 
los intereses de otras localidades o los genera- 
tes del pais; 

p) aprobar su reglamento; 

q) las demas que le confieran la Constituci6n y las 
leyes o le encomiende la Asamblea Nacional del 
Poder Popular. 

ARTICULO 89. Todas las decisiones del Consejo de 
Estado son adoptadas por el voto favorable de la mayo- 
ria simple de sus integrantes. 

ARTICULO 90. El mandato confiado al Consejo de 
Estado por la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popular 
expira a I constituirse una nueva Asamblea a virtud de 
las renovaciones periodicas de esta. 

ARTICULO 91. Las atribuciones del Presidente del 
Consejo de Estado y Jefe de Gobierno son las siguientes: 

a) representar al Estado y al Gobierno y dirigir su 
politics general; 
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b) organizar y dirigir las actividades y convocar y 
pres idir las sesiones del Consejo de Estado y las 
del Consejo de Ministros; 

c) controlar y atender al desenvolvimiento de las 
actividades de los Ministerios y demas organis- 
mos centrales de la Administracion; 

ch) asumir la direccion de cualquier Ministerio u 
organismo central de la Administracion; 

d) proponer a la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Po- 
pular, una vez elegido por esta, los miembros 
del Consejo de Ministros; 

e) aceptar las renuncias de los miembros del Con- 
sejo de Ministros, o bien proponer a la Asam- 
blea Nacional del Poder Popular o al Consejo 
de Estado, segun proceda, la sustitucion de cual- 
quiera de ellos y, en ambos casos, los sustitutos 
correspondientes; 

f) recibir las cartas credenciales de los jefes de las 
misiones diplomaticas extranjeras. Esta funcion 
podra ser delegada en cualquiera de los Vice- 
presidentes del Consejo de Estado; 

g) desempenar la Jefatura Suprema de las Fuerzas 
Armadas Revolucionarias; 

h) firmar los decretos-leyes y otros acuerdos del 
Consejo de Estado y ordenar su publicacion en 
la Gaceta Oficial de la Republica; 

i) las demas que por esta Constitucion o la Asam- 
blea se le atribuyan. 

ARTICULO 92. En caso de ausencia, enfermedad 
o muerte del Presidente del Consejo de Estado lo sus- 
tituye en sus funciones el Primer Vicepresidente. 
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ARTICULO 93. El Consejo de Ministros es el maxi- 
mo organo ejecutivo y administrative y constituye el 
Gobierno de la Republica. 

El mimero, denominacion y funciones de los Minis- 
terios y organismos centrales que forman parte del 
Consejo de Ministros es determinado por la ley. 

ARTICULO 94. El Consejo de Ministros esta inte- 
grado por el Jefe de Estado y de Gobierno, que es su 
Presidente, el Primer Vicepresidente, los Vicepresi- 
dentes, el Presidente de la Junta Central de Planifi- 
cacion, los Ministros, el Secretario y los demas 
miembros que determine la ley. 

ARTICULO 95. El Presidente, el Primer Vicepre- 
sidente y los Vicepresidentes del Consejo de Minis- 
tros integran su Comite Ejecutivo. 

Los integrantes del Comite Ejecutivo controlan y 
coordinan por sectores la labor de los Ministerios 
y organismos centrales. 

Cuando la urgencia del caso lo requiera, el Comite 
Ejecutivo puede decidir sobre las cuestiones atribui- 
das al Consejo de Ministros. 

ARTICULO 96. Son atribuciones del Consejo de 
Ministros: 

a) organizar y dirigir la ejecucion de las activida- 
des polfticas, economicas, culturales, cientifi- 
cas, sociales y de defensa acordadas por la 
Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popular; 

b) proponer los proyectos de planes generales de 
desarrollo economico-social del Estado y, una 
vez aprobados por la Asamblea Nacional del 
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Poder Popular, organizar, dirigir y controlar su 
ejecucion; 

c) dirigir la polftica exterior de la Republics y las 
relaciones con otros gobiernos; 

ch) aprobar tratados internacionales y someterlos a 
la ratificacion del Consejo de Estado; 

d) dirigir y controlar el comercio exterior; 

e) elaborar el proyecto de presupuesto del Estado 
y una vez aprobado por la Asamblea Nacional 
del Poder Popular, velar por su ejecucion; 

f) adoptar medidas para fortalecer el sistema mo- 
netario y crediticio; 

g) elaborar proyectos legislatives y someterlos a la 
consideracion de la Asamblea Nacional del Poder 
Popular o del Consejo de Estado, segun proceda; 

h) proveer a la defensa nacional, al mantenimiento 
del orden y la seguridad interiores, a la protec- 
cion de los derechos ciudadanos, asi como. a la 
salvaguarda de vidas y bienes en caso de desas- 
tres naturales; 

i) dirigir la administracion del Estado, unificando, 
coordinando y fiscal izando la actividad de los 
Ministerios y demas organismos centrales de la 
Administracion; 

5j) ejecutar las leyes y acuerdos de la Asamblea Na- 
cional del Poder Popular, asi como los decretos- 
leyes y disposiciones del Consejo de Estado y, 
en caso necesario, dictar los reglamentos corres- 
pondientes; 


k) dictar decretos y disposiciones sobre la base y 
en cumplimiento de las leyes vigentes y con- 
trolar su ejecucion; 

l) conceder asi lo territorial; 

II) determinar la organizacion general de las Fuer- 
zas Armadas Revolucionarias; 

m) ejercer la direccion y fiscalizacion metodolo- 
gica y tecnica de las funciones administrativas 
de los organos locales del Poder Popular, a tra- 
ves de los Ministerios y organismos centrales 
cor respond ientes; 

n) revocar o dejar sin efecto las disposiciones de 
Ministros, jefes de organismos centrales de la 
Administracion y direcciones administrativas de 
los organos locales del Poder Popular cuando 
contravengan las normas superiores que les sean 
de obligatorio cumplimiento; 

n) proponer a la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Po- 
pular la revocacion o al Consejo de Estado, la 
suspension de los acuerdos y disposiciones de 
las Asambleas de los organos locales del Poder 
Popular que contravengan las leyes y demas dis- 
posiciones vigentes o que afecten los intereses 
de otras comunidades o los generales del pais; 

o) crear las comisiones que estime necesarias para 
facilitar el cumplimiento de las tareas que le 
estan asignadas; 

p) designar y remover funcionarios de acuerdo con 
las facultades que le confiere la ley; 

q) realizar cualquier otra funcion que le enco- 
miende la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popu- 
lar o el Consejo de Estado. 
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ARTICULO 97. El Consejo de Ministros es respon- 
sable y rinde cuenta, periodicamente, de todas sus ac- 
tividades ante la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popular. 

ARTICULO 98. Son atribuciones de los miembros 
del Consejo de Ministros: 

a) dirigir los asuntos y tareas del Ministerio u or- 
ganismo a su cargo, dictando las resoluciones 
y disposiciones necesarias a ese fin; 

b) dictar, cuando no sea atribucion expresa de otro 
organo estatal, los reglamentos que se requie- 
ran para la ejecucion y aplicacion de las leyes 
y decretos-leyes que les conciernen; 

c) asistir a las. sesiones del Consejo de Ministros, 
con voz y voto, y presentar a este proyectos 
de leyes, decretos-leyes, decretos, resoluciones, 
acuerdos o cualquier otra proposicion que esti- 
men conveniente; 

ch) nombrar, conforme a la ley, los funcionarios que 
les corresponded 

d) cualquier otra que les atribuyan la Constituci6n 
y las leyes. 

ARTICULO 99. El Secretario General de la Central 
de Trabajadores de Cuba tiene derecho a participar 
de las sesiones del Consejo de Ministros y de su Co- 
mite Ejecutivo. 
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CAPITULO IX 

ORGANOS LOCALES DEL PODER POPULAR 

ARTICULO 100. El territorio nacional, para los fi- 
nes politico-administrativos, se divide en provincias 
y municipios; el numero, los limites y la denominacion 
de los cuales establece la ley. 

La ley puede establecer, ademas, otras divisiones. 

ARTICULO 101. Las Asambleas de Delegados del 
Poder Popular constituidas en las demarcaciones po- 
litico-administrativas, en que, conforme a la ley, se 
divide el territorio nacional, son los organos superio- 
rs locales del Poder del Estado. 

ARTICULO 102. Las Asambleas Locales del Poder 
Popular estan investidas de la m£s alta autoridad para 
el ejercicio de las funciones estatales en sus demarca- 
ciones respectivas. Para ello, en cuanto les concierne, 
ejercen gobierno y, a trav6s de los organos que consti- 
tuyen, dirigen entid^des economicas, de produccion 
y de servicios que les estan directamente subordina- 
das y desarrollan las actividades requeridas para satis- 
facer necesidades asistenciales, economicas, culturales, 
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educacionales y recreativas de la colectividad del te- 
rritorio a que se extiende la jurisdiccion de cada una. 

Ayudan, ademas, al desarrollo de las actividades y 
al cumplimiento de los planes de las unidades estable- 
cidas en su territorlo que no les estan subordinadas. 

ARTICULO 103. Para el ejercicio de sus funciones, 
las Asambleas Locales del Poder Popular se apoyan en 
la iniciativa y amplia participacion de la poblacion y 
actuan en estrecha coordinacion con las organizacio- 
nes soda les y de masas. 

ARTICULO 104. Los organos locales del Poder Po- 
pular, en la medida que les corresponde y conforme a 
la ley, participan en la elaboracion y posterior ejecu- 
cion y control del Plan Unico de Desarrollo Econo- 
mico- Social que adopta el Estado. 

ARTICULO 105. Dentro de los limites de su com- 
petencia, las Asambleas Provinciales y Municipales del 
Poder Popular: 

a) cumplen y hacen cumplir las leyes y disposicio- 
nes de caracter general que emanen de los orga- 
nos superiores del Estado; 

b) adoptan acuerdos y dictan disposiciones; 

c) revocan, suspenden o modifican, segun los ca-

ch) eligen a su Comit6 Ejecutivo y determinan la 
organ izacibn, funcionamiehto y tareas de este, 
conforme a la ley; 

d) revocan el mandato de los miembros de los res- 
pectivos Comites Ejecutivos; 

e) determinan la organizacion, funcionamiento y 
tareas de las direcciones administrativas por ra- 
mas de actividades economico-soeiales; 

f) designan, sustituyen y destituyen a los jefes de 
sus direcciones administrativas; 

g) forman y disuelven comisiones de trabajo; 

h) eligen y revocan, conforme a lo dispuesto en la 
ley, a los jueces de los Tribunates Populares de 
sus demarcaciones respectivas; 

i) conocen y evaluan los informes de rendicion de 
cuenta que les presenten sus Comites Ejecuti- 
vos, los organos judiciales y las asambleas de 
jerarquia inmediata inferior y adoptan las deci- 
siones pertinentes sobre ellos; 

j) protegen los derechos de los ciudadanos y la pro- 
piedad social ista; 

k) trabajan por el fortalecimiento de la legalidad 
socialista, el mantenimiento del orden interior 
y el reforzamiento de la capacidad defensive del 
pais; 

l) ejercen las demas atribuciones que la Constitu- 
cion y las leyes les asignan. 

ARTICULO 106. El segundo domingo siguiente a 
la eleccion de todos los delegados a la Asamblea Muni- 
cipal del Poder Popular, esta se reune por derecho pro- 
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pio bajo ia presidencia del delegado de mas edad para 
la verification de la validez de la eleccion de los dele- 
gados, y una vez hecha esta verificacion, elige al Co- 
mite Ejecutivo y a los delegados a las Asambleas pro- 
vinciales. En esta sesion actuan como secretaries los 
dos delegados mas jovenes. 

Las demas Asambleas locales se constituyen, en la 
-misma forma, en la oportunidad que senala la ley. 

ARTICULO 107. Las sesiones ordinarias y extraof- 
dinarias de las Asambleas Locales del Poder Popular 
se celebran ante el pueblo. Solo cuando se trate en 
ellas de asuntos referidos a secretos de Estado o al de- 
I coro de las personas podra la Asamblea acordar cele- 
brarlas a puertas cerradas. 

ARTICULO 108. En las sesiones de las Asambleas 
Locales del Poder Popular se requiere para su validez 
la presencia de mas de la mitad del numero total de 
sus integrantes. Sus acuerdos se adoptan por mayoria 
simple de votos. 

ARTICULO 109. Las direcciones administrates 
estan subordinadas a su respectiva Asamblea, a I Co* 
mite Ejecutivo de esta y al 6rgano de jerarquia supe- 
rior de la rama administrativa correspondiente. 

ARTICULO 110. Las comisiones permanentes de 
trabajo organ izadas por ramas de la produccidn y de 
los servicios o por esfera de actividades, auxilian a las 
Asambleas y sus Comites Ejecutivos en sus respecti- 
( vas actividades y en el control de las direcciones admi- 
nistrativas y de las empresas locales. 

Las comisiones de caracter temporal cumplen las 
tareas especificas que les son asignadas dentro del ter- 
mino que se les senale. - 


ARTICULO 111. Las Asambleas se renovaran, pe- 
riodicamente, cada dos anos y medio, que es el ter- 
mino de duracion del mandato de los delegados. 

Este termino solo podra extenderse por decision de 
la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popular, en los casos 
serial ados en el Articulo 70. 

ARTICULO 112. El mandato de los delegados es re- 
vocable unicamente por sus electores, los que pueden 
ejercer esta facultad en cualquier momento, mediante 
el procedi mien to que la ley establege. Esta determina, 
asimismo, los casos y el procedimiento para sustituir 
a los delegados cuando esten impedidos de desempe- 
nar sus funciones. 

ARTICULO 113. Los delegados cumplen el manda- 
to que les han conferido sus electores en interes de 
toda la comunidad y estan obligados a: 

a) dar a conocer a la Asamblea las opiniones, nece- 
sidades y dificultades que les trasmitan sus 
electores; 

b) informar a estos sobre la politica que sigue la 
Asamblea y las medidas adoptadas para la solu- 
cion de necesidades planteadas por la poblacion 
o las dificultades que se presenten para re- 
solverlas; 

c) rendir cuenta, periodicamente, de su gestion 
personal a sus electores y a la Asamblea a que 
pertenezean. 

ARTICULO 114. El Comity Ejecutivo es el 6rgano 
colegiado elegido por las Asambleas Provinciales y 
Municipals del Poder Popular para que cumpla las 
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funciones que la Constitucion y las leyes le atribuyen 
y las tareas que las Asambleas le encomiendan. 

El Comite Ejecutivo esta integrado por los miem- 
bros que determina la ley. Estos eligen, con la ratifica- 
tion de la Asamblea, un Presidente, un Vicepresidente 
y un Secretario que, a su vez, lo son de la propia 
Asamblea. 

ARTICULO 115. La eleccion de los miembros de los 
Comites Ejecutivos de las Asambleas Municipales y 
Provinciales debe recaer en delegados de la propia 
j Asamblea. 

En todos los casos, la eleccion se efectua a virtud 
de candidaturas propuestas en la forma que la ley 
establece. 

El Presidente de cada Comite Ejecutivo Municipal 
es, ademas, por derecho propio, delegado a la corres- 
pondiente Asamblea Provincial del Poder Popular. 

ARTICULO 116. Son atribuciones de los Comit6s 
Ejecutivos: 

a) convocar las sesiones ordinarias y extraordina- 
rias de la Asamblea; 

b) publicar y ejecutar los acuerdos adoptados por 
la Asamblea; 

( c) suspender la ejecucion de cualquier disposicion 

emanada de las Asambleas Locales del Poder 
Popular de jerarquia inmediata inferior, cuando 
viole la Constitucion, las leyes u otras disposi- 
ciones dictadas por los organos superiores del 
Poder del Estado, o que afecten los intereses de 
otras comunidades, o los generales del pais; 


ch) revocar en los mismos casos a que se refiere el 
inciso anterior, las disposiciones, acuerdos y re- 
soluciones de los Comites Ejecutivos de las 
Asambleas Locales del Poder Popular de jerar- 
quia inmediata inferior en los periodos en que 
no se halle reunida la Asamblea a que pertenez- 
ca el mismo; 

d) conocer, evaluar y adoptar las decisiones perti- 
nentes sobre los informes de rendicion de cuen- 
ta que les presenten los respectivos Comites Eje- 
cutivos de la jerarquia inmediata inferior; 

e) dirigir y controlar las direcciones administrati- 
vas y las empresas locales; 

f) designar y sustituir funcionarios de las direccio- 
nes administrativas y de las empresas locales; 

g) adoptar las medidas pertinentes para ayudar al 
desarrollo de las actividades y al cumplimiento 
de los planes de las unidades establecidas en el 
territorio de la respectiva Asamblea y que no 
est£n subordinadas a esta; 

h) suspender y sustituir provisionalmente a los 
jefes de las direcciones administrativas y em- 
presas locales, dando cuenta a la asamblea para 
que ratifique o modifique la decision. 

ARTICULO 117. En los periodos comprendidos 
entre las sesiones de la Asamblea, el Comite Ejecu- 
tivo asume las funciones de esta senaladas en los inci- 
sos a) , b) , g) , j) y k) del articulo 105. 

Los acuerdos y disposiciones de caracter general que 
adopte el Comite Ejecutivo en el ejercicio de dichas 
facultades, deben ser ratificados, modificados o deja- 
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dos sin efecto, expresamente, por la Asamblea, en la 
primera sesion que posteriormente celebre. 

ARTICULO 118. El Comite Ejecutivo rinde cuenta, 
periodicamente, de su actividad a la respectiva Asam- 
blea y al Comit6 Ejecutivo de jerarquia inmediata 
superior. 

ARTICULO 119. El mandato confiado a los Comites 
Ejecutivos cesa al constituirse las nuevas Asambleas 
Provinciales y Municipales del Poder Popular, respec- 
tivamente. 

ARTICULO 120. Son atribuciones propias del Pre- 
sidente de cada Comity Ejecutivo: 

a) convocar y presidir las sesiones de la Asamblea 
respectiva; 

b) velar por la aplicacion del Reglamento de la 
Asamblea; 

c) convocar y presidir las reuniones del Comite 
Ejecutivo; 

ch) organizar la actividad del Comite Ejecutivo. 

El Presidente del Comite Ejecutivo puede delegar 
en el Vicepresidente alguna de las funciones que le 
estan atribuidas. 


CAPITULO X 

TRIBUNALES Y FISCALIA 

ARTICULO 121. La funcion de impartir justicia di- 
mana del pueblo y es ejercida a nombre de este por el 
Tribunal Supremo Popular y los demas tribunales que 
la ley instituye. 

La jurisdiccion y competencia de los tribunales en 
sus distintos grados, se ajustari a la division politico- 
administrativa del pais y a las necesidades de la fun- 
cion judicial. 

La ley regula la organizacion de los tribunales; sus 
facultades y el modo de ejercerlas; los requisitos que 
deben reunir los jueces; la forma de eleccion de estos; 
el tiempo de duracion en los respectivos cargos; y el 
procedimiento para la revocacion. 

ARTICULO 122. Los tribunales constituyen un sis- 
tema de organos estatales, estructurados con indepen- 
dencia funcional de cualquier otro, y solo subordina- 
dos, jerarquicamente, a la Asamblea Nacional del Po- 
der Popular y al Consejo de Estado. 
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ARTICULO 123. La actividad de los tribunales tie- 
ne como principales objetivos: 

a) mantener y reforzar la legalidad socialista; 

b) salvaguardar el regimen economico, social y po- 
litico establecido en esta Constitucion; 

c) proteger la propiedad socialista, la personal de 
los ciudadanos y las demas que esta Constitu- 
cion reconoce; 

ch) amparar los derechos e intereses legitimos de 
los organismos estatales, y de las entidades eco- 
nomicas, sociales y de masas; 

d) amparar la vida, la libertad, la dignidad, el ho- 
nor, el patrimonio, las relaciones familiares y 
demas derechos e intereses legitimos de los ciu- 
dadanos; 

e) prevenir las violaciones de la ley y las conduc- 
tas antisociales, reprimir y reeducar a los que 
incurran en ellas y restablecer el imperio de las 
normas legales cuando se reclame contra su in- 
fraccion; 

f) elevar la conciencia juridica social en el sentido 
del estricto cumplimiento de la ley, formulan- 
do en sus decisiones los pronunciamientos opor- 
tunos para educar a los ciudadanos en la obser- 
vance consciente y voluntaria de sus deberes 
de lealtad a la patria, a la causa del socialismo 
y a las normas de convivencia socialistas. 

ARTICULO 124. El Tribunal Supremo Popular ejer- 
ce la maxima autoridad judicial y sus decisiones en 
este orden son definitivas. 


A trav£s de su Consejo de Gobierno ejercela inicia- 
tjva legislativa y la potestad reglamentaria; toma de- 
cisiones y dicta normas de obligado cumplimiento por 
todos los tribunales populares y, sobre la base de la 
experience de 6stos, imparte instrucciones de car£c- 
ter obligatorio para establecer una practica judicial 
uniforme en la interpretacion y aplicacion de la ley. 

ARTICULO 125. Los jueces, en su funcibn de im- 
partir justicia, son independientes y no deben obe- 
diencia mas que a la ley. 

ARTICULO 126. Los fallos y demas resoluciones 
firmes de los tribunales, dictados dentro de los limites 
de su competencia, son de ineludible cumplimiento 
por los organismos estatales, las entidades economi- 
cas y sociales y los ciudadanos, tanto por los directa- 
mente afectados por el los, como por los que no teniendo 
interns directo en su ejecucion vengan obligados a in- 
tervenir en la misma. 

ARTICULO 127. Todos los tribunales funcionan en 
forma colegiada. 

En la actividad de impartir justicia participan, con 
iguales deberes y derechos, jueces profesionales y jue- 
ces legos. 

El desempeno de las funciones judiciales encomen- 
dadas al juez lego, dada la importancia social de las 
mismas, debe tener prioridad. 

ARTICULO 128. Los tribunales rinden cuenta de 
su gestion ante la Asamblea que los eligio, por lo me* 
nos una vez al ano. 

ARTICULO 129. La facultad de revocaci6n de los 
jueces corresponde al organo que los elige. 
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ARTICULO 130. Corresponds a la FiscaKa General 
de la Republica, como objetivo primordial, el control 
de la legal idad social ista sobre la base de la vigilancia 
del estricto cumplimiento de la ley y demds disposi- 
ciones legales, por los organismos del Estado, entida- 
des eeondmicas y sociales, y por los ciudadanos. 

La ley determina la forma, extension y oportunidad 
en que la FiscaKa ejerce las facultades al objeto 
expresado. 

ARTICULO 131. La FiscaKa General de la Reptiblica 
constituye una unidad organ ica subordinada unica- 
mente a la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popular y al 
Consejo de Estado. 

El Fiscal General de la Repiiblica recibe instruccio- 
nes directas del Consejo de Estado. 

Al Fiscal General de la Republica corresponde la di- 
reccion y reglamentacion de la actividad de la Fisca- 
Ka en todo el territorio nacional. 

El Fiscal General de la Republica es miembro del 
Consejo de Gobierno del Tribunal Supremo Popular. 

Los 6rganos de la FiscaKa estiin organizados verti- 
calmente en toda la nacion, estan subordinados s6lo 
a la FiscaKa General de la Republica y son indepen- 
dientes de todo 6rgano local. 

ARTICULO 132. El Fiscal General de la Republica 
y los vicefiscales generales son elegidos y pueden ser 
revocados por la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popu- 
lar. La ley fija el term i no de la eleccion. 

ARTICULO 133. El Fiscal General de la Repiiblica 
rinde cuenta de su gestion a la Asamblea Nacional del 
Poder Popular por lo menos una vez al ano. 


CAPITULO XI 

SISTEMA ELECTORAL 

ARTICULO 134. En toda eleccion y en los referen- 
dos, el voto es libre, igual y secreto. Cada elector tiene 
derecho a un solo voto. 

ARTICULO 135. Tienen derecho al voto todos los 
cubanos, hombres y mujeres, mayores de diecis6is 
anos de edad, excepto: 

a) los incapacitados mentales, previa declaracidn 
judicial de su incapacidad; 

b) los inhabilitados judicialmente por causae d® 
delitos. 

ARTICULO 136. Tienen derecho a ser elegidos los 
ciudadanos cubanos, hombres o mujeres, que se hallen 
en el pleno goce de sus derechos politicos. 

Si la eleccion es para diputados a la Asamblea Na- 
cional del Poder Popular, deben, ademas, ser mayores 
de dieciocho anos de edad. 
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ARTICULO 137. Los miembros de las Fuerzas Ar- 
madas Revolucionarias y demds institutos armados tie- 
nen derecho a elegir y a ser elegidos, igual que los 
demas ciudadanos. 

ARTICULO 138. La ley determina el numero de 
delegados que deben integrar cada una de las Asam- 
bleas en proporcion al numero de habitantes de las 
respectivas demarcaciones politico-administrativas en 
que se divide el territorio nacional; y regula, asimismo, 
el procedimiento y la forma de la eleccion. 

Los delegados a las Asambteas Municipales se eligen 
por circunscripciones electorates previamente deter- 
minadas. 

ARTICULO 139. Las Asambleas Municipales eligen, 
a traves del voto secreto, a los delegados a las Asam- 
bleas Provinciales del Poder Popular. 

ARTICULO 140. Para que se considere elegido un 
delegado es necesario que haya obtenido mas de la 
mitad del numero de votos emitidos en la circunscrip- 
cion electoral de que se trate. 

De no concurrir esta circunstancia, la ley regula la 
forma de proceder a la celebracion de nuevas eleccio- 
nes para decidir, entre los que hayan obtenido mayor 
votacion, cual de ellos resulta electo.

CAPITULO XII 

REFGRMA CONSTITUCIONaL

ARTICULO 141. Esta Constitucion solo puede ser 
reformada, total o parcialmente, por la Asamblea Na- 
cional del Poder Popular mediante acuerdo adoptado, 
en votacion nominal, por una mayoria no inferior a las 
dos terceras partes del numero total de sus inte- 
grantes. 

Si la reforma es total o se refiere a la integracion y 
facultades de la Asamblea Nacional del Poder Popu- 
lar o de su Consejo de Estado o a derechos y deberes 
consagrados en la Constitucion, requiere, ademas, la 
A ratificacion por el voto favorable de la mayoria de los 
ciudadanos con derecho electoral, en referendo con- 
vocado al efecto por la propia Asamblea. 
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
